Silent Prayer. 
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A Brief History of the Congregation 


St. John’s Lutheran Church, Zap, North Dakota, was organized 
in the year 1903. The date appears to have been Jan. 6, and the 
organizational meeting was held in the home of Mr. Martin 
Weidner, located about two miles southwest of the present church. 


Already two years previous Pastor J. Matthias of Hannover 
had conducted services for the settlers who had come to take up 
a homestead or to buy land in this part of the state. 


In the meeting on January 6 it was decided to call this new 
settlement Wuerttemberg, and to adopt for the congregation the 
name St. John’s Lutheran Church at Wuerttemberg. Charter 
members were: Messrs. Adolf Schlender, Adam Herrmann, Adam 
Weigum, Hieronymus Laible, George Weigum, Jacob Krukenberg. 
Gottlieb Krukenberg, Friedrich Brunmeier, George Michael 
Weigum, Adam Miller, Martin Weidner. At this writing two of 
the charter members are still living, Mr. Adam Herrmann (Zap) 
and Mr. Friedrich Brunmeier (Billings, Montana). 


Since the congregation was at the time too small to have its 
own pastor, it formed a parish together with Immanuel Lutheran 
Church near Hazen and was served by the pastors of this parish: 

The Rev. J. A. Duerr, Nov. 1902 to July 1905 

The Rev. Wm. Schmook, August 1905 to May, 1909 
The Rev. P. F. Siegel, Feb. 1910 to 1912 

The Rev. E. Bliss, 1912 to 1913 


During the first years of its existence the services of the 
congregation were held in the home of Messrs. Martin Weidner 
and Martin Frasch. In the year 1907, however, the congregation 
built its first church. It measured 22 by 24 feet, excluding the 
chancel and the vestibule. This church was dedicated on Aug. 18, 
1907 with festival services conducted by Pastors Wm. Schmook. 
and J. H. C. Hinck of the Underwood-Garrison parish. The land 
on which the church was erected was donated by Mr. Friedrich 
Kasimir. 


In the spring of 1914 the congregation decided to call its own 
pastor and to build a parsonage and a barn. Messrs. Daniel Walz, 
Gustave Thomas, and Friedrich Brunmeier served on the building 
committee. Mr. Adam Herrmann donated ten acres of land to 
serve as a pasture, since horse and buggy were at the time the 
way pastor and people got from place to place. For the pro- 
tection of the teams used to bring the families to church a barn 
was built by a number of members, measuring 14 by 28 feet. 
Erected in 1917 this barn was destroyed by fire in 1949. 
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The First Church 


As the first resident pastor Candidate Walter Feddersen was 
installed on Aug. 23, 1914 by Pastor F. W. Kaul of Dodge 
(Defiance). Pastor Feddersen served the congregation until the 
year 1920 and was succeeded by Candidate George Koslowske 
who was installed by Pastor M. A. Berner of Hazen. During the 
pastorate of the Rev. Koslowske the present church, measuring 
30 by 60 feet, was erected at a cost of approximately $10,000. 
The new church was dedicated on Cct. 10, 1926, the Rev. F. W. 
Wohlfeil (Hazen), Ralph T. Schuricht (New Salem), and Herbert 
Tririklein (Beach) serving as guest speakers. 


Three years later, on June 9, 1929, the congregation observed 
the 25th anniversary of its organization with Pastors Wm. 
Schmook (Santa Ana, Calif.) and H. Gericke (Dodge) serving as 
cuest speakers. 


The congregation at an early date acquired a cemetery, the land 
having been donated by Mr. Friedrich Kasimir. This cemetery 
was dedicated on Ascension Day, May 1, 1918, by Pastor E. Bliss. 
In 1918 the cemetery was laid out in lots, and in 1919 a cemetery 
constitution was adopted. 


Repeatedly the congregation endeavored to establish a 
Christian Day School and had such a school in the years 1927 to 
1930 and again from 1937 to 1938. The following served as 
teachers: Messrs. Henry Schoenbeck, Erhardt Knittel, and Martin 
Wegehaupt. 


In the year 1936, from June 16 to 23, St. John’s congregation 
was host to the convention of the North Dakota District. 
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The Parsonage as it stood at Wuerttemberg 


Pastor George Koslowske already conducted services in the 
village of Zap, but it was not until the year 1938 that definite 
steps were taken to provide regular services for the members 
living in the village. In that year a building committee was elected 
consisting of Messrs. Adam Herrmann, Fred Mittelsteadt, and 
Sam Miller, Sr. A basement was built on property donated by 
Mr. Aiddam Herrmann and onto this a church was moved which 
had stood about seven miles north of Beulah. The purchase price 
was $400 including furnishings. Messrs. Sam Miller, Sr. and 
Adam Weigum were elected to serve as elders of the Zap 
members. In a later meeting Mr. Geo. Miller was elected in place 
of Mr. Adam Weigum. “On Sept. 12, 1943 it was resolved to 
permit the Zap members to organize their own congregation and 
to form a parish together with St. John’s. Thus St. Luke’s 
Lutheran Church in Zap is a daughter congregation of St. John’s. 
On April 29, 1945 the deed of St. Luke’s church was transferred 
to the congregation by St. John’s. 


To make it more convenient for the pastor, especially in sending 
his children to school, the congregation in the year 1948 elected 
a parsonage moving committee, consisting of the following: 
Messrs. Carl Morast, Theodore Herrmann, Herman Walz, Fred 
Mittelsteadt, Reinhold Krukenberg, and John Wiedrich. The 
parsonage was moved to its present location in Zap in June, 1948. 
Electric lights were installed in the parsonage and also in the 
church in 1945. 
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Besides those already mentioned the following pastors served 
St. John’s congregation: 


the Rev. Theo. Hilgendorf, 1930 to 1937; 
the Rev. Walter Link, 1988 to 1940; 

the Rev. Samuel Meske, 1940 to 1948; 

the Rev. Hans Wiedenmann, 1944 to 1948; 
the Rev. C. Baumung, 1948 to 1951; 

the Rev. Herbert Burgdorf, since 1952. 


The congregation at present numbers 115 souls; 81 communi- 
cants; 27 voting members. It has a Sunday school with an enrol- 
ment of 32 pupils, including the junior Bible class, and a ladies 
aid with a membership of 11. The young people’s society is 
conducted jointly with St. Luke’s in Zap and numbers 21 members. 
The present officers of the congregation are: Pastor: the Rev. 
Herbert Burgdorf; Chairman, Mr. Wm. Walz; Elders, Messrs. 
Carl Morast and Jake Weigum; Trustees: Messrs. Edgar Weiss, 
Martwyn Herrmann, and Adolf Mittelsteadt; Treasurers, Messrs. 
Martwyn Herrmann and Ernest Weigum; Secretary, Mr. Adolf 
Mittelsteadt. 


Having for fifty years enjoyed the preaching of God’s pure 
Word and the administration of the unadulterated Sacraments, St. 
John’s congregation praises the Lord for this undeserved grace. 
May the golden jubilee which it is privileged to celebrate cause 
all its members more deeply to appreciate the priceless blessings 
which they have in the past enjoyed in their church, to rededicate 
themselves to the service of God who has showered such blessings 
upon them, and to ask Him for strength to remain faithful to Him 
and His Word unto the end.
